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1. On or about October 4, 2001, Fenwick & West LLP was instructed by 
the Applicant to file and on October 4, 2001 did file application 09/972,847 as a 
reissue of U.S. Patent No. 5,961,614. 

2. The sole named inventor in the application is Kevin M. Christiansen. 

3. On January 4, 2002, Mr. Christiansen executed a reissue declaration. 
The reissue declaration was submitted on February 11, 2002 to the PTO as part of 
a response to a Notice to File Missing Parts. 

4. In an Office Action mailed March 18, 2003, the Examiner found that the 
declaration on file did not support claims subsequently added by amendment, 
and required a new declaration. 

5. On September 16, 2003, a copy of the application, preliminary 
amendment, amendment A, and a reissue declaration were sent via FedEx 
overnight courier to Kevin Christiansen at his last known address. The tracking 
number of the package was 792970709659. The package was delivered on 
September 17, 2003 at 9:31 AM. 

6. Kevin Christiansen did not return an executed declaration to our firm. 

7. On September 18, 2003, I filed application 10/667,241 in the PTO via 
Express Mail. The application was filed as a continuation of application 
09/972,847 and included an unsigned declaration. 

8. A Notice to File Missing Parts of Reissue Application was mailed from 
the PTO on November 7, 2003. 

9. On January 12, 2004, I sent via FedEx a copy of application number 
10/ 667,241, a preliminary amendment and a second copy of a declaration to 
Kevin Christiansen at his last known address. 

10. Kevin Christiansen did not return an executed declaration to our Firm. 

11. On March 10, 2004, I telephoned and spoke with Kevin Christiansen. 
He admitted having received the FedEx that I sent on January 12, 2004, but asked 
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me to send an additional copy. He did not indicate whether he would or would 
not execute the declaration. He asked me why he was required to sign another 
declaration when he had signed one previously, and I explained the reason that a 
new reissue declaration was required. I asked Mr. Christiansen to contact me 
immediately if he did not want to execute the declaration or if he had any 
questions about it. I asked him if I could e-mail him a copy of the application, 
preliminary amendment and declaration, and he indicated that I could not. 

12. On March 11, 2004, I sent via Certified United States Mail, tracking 
number 7099 3400 0016 7170 3702, an additional copy of the application, 
preliminary amendment and a third copy of the declaration to Kevin 
Christiansen, at his last known address. 

13. On March 31, we had not received an executed declaration, and I 
telephoned Mr. Christiansen at (408) 867-5470, which I knew to be his telephone 
number because it is the same number at which I reached him on March 10. In 
addition, the outgoing voice mail message stated 'This is Kevin." In my voice 
mail, I reiterated the need for him to review the application, and either sign the 
declaration or advise us of his refusal to sign. 

14. On or about April 2, 2004, I received the unopened Certified United 
States Mail package sent to Kevin Christiansen on March 11. The unopened 
envelope indicates that an attempt was made by the United States Postal Service 
to deliver the package on March 12, March 25 and March 31, and that the 
envelope was returned to the sender because it had been unclaimed. 

15. As of May 7, 2004, Mr. Christiansen has not returned any of the 
declarations that were sent to him for signature.
